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Farther  and  concluding  thought' 
on  the  Indian  War. 
By  H.  H.  BaAcicEsiKiDGic, 
of  Pittfburgh. 

I CAN  eafily  excufe  thofe,  who 
from  motives  of  humanity,  call 
in  queftion  thejurtnefs  of  our  caufc 
in  the  war  againft  the  Indians.  But 
could  [make  my  obfervatiuns  theirs 
"With  refpedt  to  the  ruthful  difpo:i- 
©n  of  a  lavage,  that  is  not  fooihed 
continually  by  good  offices,  or  kept 
down  by  fear ;  could  I  give  my 
knowledge  recolleition,  and  impref- 
fion  of  the  accumulated  inftanca*  of 
homicide  committed  by  the  tribes 
with  whom  we  are  at  war:  the  hu- 
mane would  be  more  humane,  for 
their  feelings  Would  be  more  awake 
not  in  favour  of  thefe  people,  but  of 
the  perlons  butchered  by  them  in 
cold  blood,  or  dragged  to  that  pole 
feen  by  the  foldiers  under  General 
Harmer,  by  the  Miam  village, 
where  the  ground  was  beat  like  a 
pavement  by  the  miferable  vi£tim3 
moving  round  the  (take  to  avoid  the 
ftill-purfuing  tortures,  which  the 
circle  of  black  coals,  at  a  dirtance 
fYona  the  piles  burned,  fhewed 
whence  they  brought  /*hair  brands 
or  heated  gun  barrels  to  aftVt  the 
object.  All  this ;  though  there 
have  been  but  three  inftances  fince 
the  eonclu'.ion  of  the  war  with  Bri 
aih  where  an  Indian  has  been  hurt  on 
o»r  part  j  one  on  the  Sufquehanna, 
and  two  on  the  Ohio  ;  with  refpect 
to  one  of  which  inftancc;.  that  of 
M'Guire  and  Brady,  it  is  a  douot 
whether  they  were  hoftile  or  peacea- 
ble. 

I  confider  men  who  are  unac- 
quainted with  the  lavages  like  young 
women  who  have  read  tomances, 
and  have  as  improper  an  idea  of  the 
Indian  character  in  the  one  cafe  as 
the  femal«  mind  has  of  real  life  in 
the  other.  The  philofopher.  wea- 
ry of  the  vices  of  refined  life,  thinks 
to  find  perfect  virtue  in  the  fimpli- 
city  of  the  unimproved  ftate.  He 
fees  green  fields  and  meadows  in 
the  cuftoms  and  virtues  of  the  fa- 
vages.  It  is  experience  only  that 
that  can  reieve  from  this  calenture 
of  the  intellect.  All  that  is  good 
and  great  in  man,  refults  from  edu- 
cation ;  and  ah  uncivilized  Indian 
is  but  a  little  way  removed  from  a 
beaft ;  who,  when  incenfed,  can 
Only  tear  and  devour;  but  the  la- 
vage applies  the  ingenuity  of  man 
to  torture,  and  infltcf  anguilh. 

Some  years  ago,  two  French  g»n  • 
tleman,  a  Botanift  and  Mweralift, 
^lonlieur  Sograin  and  M.  Pike,  the 
^Botanift  a  very  learned  man,  and 
truly  a  Philofopher, — but  his  brain 
turned  with  Jean  Taques  R/mffeau'* 
and  other  rhapfodies — the  man  of 
nature  was  his  daring  favorite. 
He  had  the  Indians  with  him  at  his 
ehamber  every  day  Fitting  out  a 
fmail  boat  on  the  Ohio  with  only 


three  other  perfoni,  and  without 
arms,  he  defcrnded.  It  was  in  vain 
to  explain  the  danger,  and  diffuade 
him.  He  was  ronfeious  to  himfelf 
of  loving  Indians,  and  doubtlefs  they 
could  willi  hmi  no  harm.  But  ap- 
proaching the  Sciota  River,  a  party 
came  out  in  a  canoe,  as  he  thought, 
to  pay  their  refpects  to  him;  bat 
the  firft  circumftance  of  ceremony 
when  they  came  on  board,  was  to 
imprefs  the  tomahawk,  and  take  off 
the  fcalp  of  the  plidofopher. 

A  great  dependance  feems  to 
be  placed  on  Cornplanter  and  his 
party.  I  know  Cornplanter,  and 
Big-Tree,  and  Half-Town;  they 
are  good,  as  Indians,  and  are  wed 
difpofed  to  us,  becaufe  they  can  be  of 
little  or  no  account  on  the  other  fide. 
Brandt  treats  them  with  contempt, 
and  adheres  to  the  Eritirti.  Inftead 
of  bringing  them  down  at  a  great 
cxpenfe,and  presenting  them  in  Phi- 
ladelphia, and  appropriating  800 
dollars  fee  their  maintenance,  and 
veftmment,  were  things  but  upon  a 
ri^ht  footing,  and  Prefq'ile,  gariifon- 
ed,  we  fhould  have  no  more  ocean- 
on  for  Cornpl.mter,  or  Big-Tree, 
or  Half- Town,  than  they  would 
have  torus;  and  if  we  gave  thv.n 
goods,  they  would  give  us  furs. 

As  to  Cornplanter's  fpeech,  I 
have  known,  myfelf,  a  fpeeeh  made 
for  him,  that  he  never  heard.  I 
know  a  little  of.  the  myftery  of  agent- 
craft,  and  the  mumery  of  Indian 
fpeechifying.  An  Indian  in  tha 
hands  of  a  good  interpreter  and  a- 
gent,  is  a  more  profitable  property 
than  a  tame  bear  or  lion  prefented 
for  a  (how.-  I  have  feen  Indian 
princes  in  Pittfburg,  as  planty  as  in 
the  time'of  Adonibezck,  who  had 
three  fcore  and  ten  kings  under  his 
table.  Many  a  chief  I  have  feen 
driven  out  of  a  kitchen  by  a  maid 
with  a  broomftick,  leaft  he  fhuuld 
Real  a  tin  cup  or  a  table-fpoon, — I 
have  feen  a  certain  blind  Sam,  fo 
called,  becaufe  blind  ot  an  eye,  ta- 
ken down  to  this  city,  palTed  for  a 
Warrior,  dining  ivith  clubs,  and 
and  lrave  heard  of  him  prefented  at 
a  ball,  on  his  way  down  ;  the  fa- 
voured lidies  looking  upon  them- 
feKes  as  bea:itied  in  receiving  the  fa- 
lute  of  a  king.  When  lie  returned, 
with  a  laced  waiftcoar,  t«he  vul- 
gar Indians,  who  before  thought 
him  one  of  them,  laughed  immo- 
derately at  the  farce. 

I  fay,  thi  bufinefs  with  the  Indi- 
ans is  war  and  reduction,  and  aftef 
that,  a-vny  with  the  fyftem  of  agents 
and  inierpreters,  and  leading  Indi- 
ans down,  to  your  capitals  like  pet- 
beafts  !  Lst  them  Itay  in  their 
woods  and  negociate  an  equal  trade. 
This  trade  may  certainly  be  a  very 
great  object.  When  the  Hne  of  fa- 
vages,  that  are  at  prefent  hollile,  is 
removed,  our  way  is  open  to  peaca- 
ble  and  remote  nations.  1  have  con- 
verted with  thofe,  who,  in  behalf  of 
great  trading  companies,  h.vd  been 


four  years  on  difcovery  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  trade,  had  penetrated  many 
thousand  miles,  travelled  the  coun- 
try beyond  the  fource  of  the  Mif- 
fouri,  but  were  delicate  in  their 
Communications  of  the  rout  and  ad- 
vantages of  trade  with  the  myriads 
of  the  natives  of  thofe  woods ;  they, 
however,  give  me  to  lioderftanaj 
that  mo  ft  of  the  trading  companies 
of  Britain  were  turning  their  atten- 
tion to  it. 

Of  the  vaft  nations  of  Indians, 
that  are  ready  to  trade  with  us,  were 
the  Miami  and  Waba  h  Indians 
peacsabie,  there  is  no  conception 
It  will  coft  but  one  effective  arma- 
ment to  accomplith  this  object,  and 
why  employ  yearshsin  doing  that 
which  may  ba  done  at  once  ?  No 
longer  any  rtarved  cltnpaign  !  But 
I  am  difpofed  to  believe  that  PieJq'- 
itle  is  the  rout.  Let  others  calcu- 
late and  explain  the  laving  of  ex- 
pence  by  this  route;  I  on'.y  touch 
the  aJvanta.;e  of  bcg.nning  with  the 
Soc  Nations  in  our  rear.  It  is  f.id 
that  the  perfons  interfiled  in  our 
funds  are  againft  an  effective  arma- 
ment, as  ii  nil}  turn  away  ihe  reve- 
uue  from  the  payment  of  their  inte- 
icft.  1  could  yave  them  a  fmall  hint 
on  this  head.  Be  careful  not  to 
check  the  fpirit  of  the  people.  It  is 
electrical,  and  if  confined,  may  burft. 
Let  it  have  an  egrefs  in  acquifitions 
to  the  weft  ward*  and  you  may  reft 
fafe. 

It  is  conftJered  as  a  great  facra- 
fice  to  public  credit,  to  hare  provi- 
ded for  the  difcharge  of  the  public 
debt,  without  difcrimination  ;  and  it 
is  a  prevailing  opinion,  that  the  mo- 
nied  interelts  thus  conftuuted,  are 
a  dead  weight,  by  their  extracts  of 
letters  and  paragraphs  in  the  papers 
on  the  wheels  of  government,  and 
all  this  to  fecur*  the  payment  of  their 
in  ereft.  Bjt  the  maxim  is,  ne  quid 
nimis,  nothing  too  much :  1  hey 
may  overihoot  themfelves  and  caule 
the  peopie  to  revolt,  and  call  in  que- 
ftion  the  original  juitice  of  their 
claims. 

As  th«feare  defultoy  obfervati- 
ens,  I  remark  and  Conclude  that 
fome  think  me  raiher  rath  in  pre- 
fuming  that  the  king  of  Britain  has 
given  any  countenance,  directly,  or 
ind;rectly  to  ihe  Indian  depredations 
or  armaments.  I  thould  bj  forry  to  do  1 
injuftice  Jo  any  power,  and  it  was 
Wnh  g-reat  difficulty  that  I  admitted 
the  idea,  but  I  have  been  convinced 
of  it,  andean  have  no  doubt  bctaule 
that  government  Could  not  but  have 
heard  of  the  hoftihties,  and  by  one 
fitnpleword  of  the  Commandant  of 
Detroit  to  M'K^e  and  Brandt, 
we  (hould  have  had  a  perfect 
peace,  riut  M  Kee  and  Brandt, 
when  melTengers  were  fent  to  call 
the  Indians  to  the  treaties  at  Muf- 
kmgum  and  at  the  Miami,  advifed 

thctn  not  to  go:  Witnels  1  lhall 

fupprefs  my  authorities.  It  may 
perhaps  injure  tlwfc  Btn  tu  their  fu- 


ture trade  with  the  Ind'ans  or  con- 
nexions at  DetrW  Good  God  ! 
that  an  ifl.md  where  I  drew. my  firft 
breath,  where  a  Milton  and  a  Hume 
have  lived,  where  a  Howard  hasfa- 
craficed  to  humanity — there  can  be 
thofe  who  can  aid  at  Itaft  notdifarm, 
what  may  be  in  their  power,  the  la- 
vage of  his  ax«,  battered  on  the  fkulla 
of  their  fpecies,  in  the  cottage  or  the 
firld  of  the  fettlements  adjoining 
their  province  !  They  could  do  this 
by  the  furrender  of  the  ports,  for  at 
that  moment  I  proclaim  peace  to 
the  weftward,  and  enfurc  fafcty. 

But  the  ports  are  not  furrendered, 
andthe  Indians  are  fupported. — Nay 
more  j  I  would  not  wonder  if  the 
Britilh  gold  has  found  it's  way  into 
to  our  (fates ;  and  fome  of  thefe 
fentiments  againft  effectual  meafures 
that  are  thrown  out,  may  come  from 
this  fou  rce.  We  are  thus  between 
tw  o  fires,  feduction  at  home,  and  in- 
Vafion  from  abroad  ! 

The  chiefs  of  the  weftern  nations 
elated  with  their  victory,  are  at  this 
moment  at  the  mouth  of  Buffalo?- 
Creek,  which  empties  into  lake  E- 
ric  at  no  great  dirbnce  from  the  port 
cf  Niagara,  under  the  aufpices  of 
the  goveinment  of  Canada^  foh- 
citing  and  convening  the  chiefs  of 
tfie  Six  Nations  to  a  council.  The 
chiefs  a  e  actually  convening  and 
the  populace  are  clamorous  for  a 
war.  They  talk  with  irony  and  far- 
cafm  of  the  attachment  of  Corn- 
planter,  Half- Town,  and  Big-Tree 
to  thefe  dates.  They  exult  in  the 
victory  obtained  :  For,  Indian  loves 
Indian,  andj  like  a  bone  out  of  a 
joint,  they  wifh  to  find  their  proper 
place.  &  coalefcc  with  a  like  people. 
It  is  true,  the  northern  and  wefteiu 
Indians  have  been  formerly  hoftile 
to  each  other;  but  it  is  well  known 
that  the  Six  Nations  were  reduced 
by  the  campaign  under  Gen  Sulli- 
van, and  ever  fince  fubmi-t.  It  is  in 
fpite  of  niture;  and  coulti  they 
have  the  leaf*  chance  of  fuccefs  in, 
revolt,  they  Would  join  their  bre- 
thren and  the  long  confined  indig- 
nancy  of  their  rcfentment  would 
burft  forth.  1  think  this  is  theoc- 
caiion,  and  I  am  difpofed  to  believe 
they  will  think  fo.  A  fotce  in  their 
front,  a  ganifon  at  Prefq'ifle  is  the 
tahfinanic  charm  in  this  cafe.  It 
will  intercept  the  communication  of 
the  Indians,  who  are  at  prefent  o- 
pen  and  avowed  enemies,  and  we 
fhall  hear  no  more  of  ccuneil  fires 
at  Buftaloe- Creek,  of  talks  fent  to 
Cornplanter  and  his  people,  of  Dis- 
king him  by  the  head,  and  the  like^ 
unlefs  he  joins  them  in  their  war- 
fare. Prefq'ifle,  is  the  object,  ard 
ought  to  be  feired  inftantly  and 
made  the  foothold  from  whence  asi 
with  the  mechanifm  of  an  Archi- 
medes, the  whole  fyftem  of •  the 
weftetn  affairs  may  be  moved  and 
directed. 

It  may  be  thought  that  I  am  in- 
humane in  my  fentiment  toward* 


Ae  ravages  i  It  is  a  rniftake,  I  am 
inhumane  to  no  man  or  men  ;  but 
in  order  to  be  humane,  let  me  have 
it  in  my  power.  Let  mvfelf  rirlf. 
be  fafe,  and  tl>en  I  cm  fhew  what 
humanity  dictates.  The  queftion 
is  Whether  we  fhall  fubmit  our- 
felves  to  the  favages,  or  they  to  us  i 
I  fay,  let  us  conquer  becaufe  we  can- 
not depend  upon,  them  :  for  the 
weaker  ever  diftrults  the  mightier, 
and  the  unenligh  ened  man,  the 
fenfible  ;  but  when  we  fhall  have  it 
in  our  power,  let  us  difpenfe  treat;es 
on  principles  of  reciprocity  (to  ufe 
the  term  of  the  diplomatifts)  and  let 
them  know  that  we  are  not  about  to 
purchafe  a  treaty,  but  to  make  one 
and  prcferve  ir.  Thefe  principles, 
founded  in  nature  and  truth,  will 
ftrike  the  mind  of  the  favage,  that 
we  afk  no  more  than  heought  to  give 
or,  that  we  give  more  than  he  has  a 
right  ro  ufk.  By  the  immortal  Gods! 
(a  Roman  oath,  but  f.yorn  with 
chriftian  devotion)  if  this  principle 
couid  be  made  the  bofis  of  our  ne- 
gociati  >n$,  we  fhould  govern  not  on- 
ly thefe  people,  but  all  the  world  with 
whom  we  have  to  do.  When  Ifay 
govern  I  mean  command  cf  them  all 
that  is  our  right  on  principles  of  the 
laws  of  nations  or  of  nature.  But 
in  our  affairs  r.ith  the  weftern  Indi- 
ans, we  have  for  a  feries  of  years 
purfued'a  fickly  tampering  fylfemof 
half  peace,  half  war,  from  which 
pothing  could  rcfult  but  halffuccefs. 
A  bold  and  decifive  act  of  effective 
hoftility  at  the  conclufion  of  the  war 
with  Biitain,  would  have  compofed 
thefe  Indians  and  preferved  in  ex  It- 
ence  the  coundefs  numbers  that 
have  fatten  victims  to  torture  or 
deam  on  the  borne  of  the  wildernefs. 
3t  was  therefore  inhumane  net  to 
have  adopted  this  fyftcm,  which 
would  have  been  effectual.  But  I 
faw,  and  lamented  the  circumftanee 
of  the  Congrcfs  befeiged  with  can- 
didates for  agencies  and  commifiion- 
■fhips,  and  meflengers,  and  runners, 
to  ne^ociate  with  thefe  tribes. 

There  was  not  a  thing  that  had 
ever  feen  a  fquaw:  or  a  half  king,  or 
a  chief,  or  had  heard  the  guttural 
found  of  a  Kickapoo,  or  a  DcLware, 
but  would  have  it  that  he  under- 
load tif'ty  Indian  languages,  and 
could  interpret,  and  could  draw  all 
the  tribes  after  him.juft  as  a  boy 
would  whiffle  pigeons.  Hence, 
treaty  and  not  war.  It  is  not  to  be 
fuppofed  that  men  at  the  helm  know 
every  thing ;  they  arejuft  as  igno- 
rant, with  refpect  to  affairs  beyond 
their  reach,  as  other  people.  It  is 
the  man  on  the  extremety  of  any 
government  as  I  have  been  who  fees 
the  moft  abfurdicies.  I  fhall  fay  no 
more  at  prefent,  for  1  wilhall  things 
conducted  well  j  and  would  rather 
help  forward  what  ought  to  be 
done  than  bhme  what  has  bean 
tranfacted.

PORTLAND  ( MoJJachufetts) 
February  8. 
There  is  a  gentleman  now  in 
this  town,  who  left  Nova-Scotia  in 
October  or  November  laft.  While 
there,  he  was  informed  that  Mr. 
Bowles  was  at  Halifax  about  the 
middle  of  laft  fummer  ;  that  he 
was  on  his  way  to  England  and 
was  accompanied  by  feveral  of  the 
Creek  Indba  chiefs.  Mr.  Bowles 
when  at  Nova-Scotia,  drew  bills 
(for  the  Indian  purpofe)  to  a  very 
confiderable  amount  on  the  Bntifh 
government.  Thefe  bills  had  been 
forwarded  to  England  ;  and,  con- 
trary to  the  expectation  of  many 
genslemen  at  Halifax,  they  had 
been  accepted  and  pa  d — There  is 
therefore,  no  room  to  doubt  but 
that  Bowles  is  affiffed  in  his  pre- 
fent operations,  and  expects  to  be 
fupported  in  them  by  the  govern- 
ment of  Great  Britain. 


ELIZABETHTOWN  Feb.  1. 

Mr.  William  Auguflus  Bowles, 
who  fome  time  ago  appeared  in 
London  in  the  character  of  an  In  - 
dian  chief,  was  not  an  Indian  by 
birth,  but  an  Anglo  American,  from 
Maryland  .  who  being  of  an  un- 
fettled,  roving,  ana  enterprihng  dif- 
pofuion,  attached  kimfelf  to  one 
of  the  Indian  Nations,  became  en- 
amoured of  a  Savage  life,  and, 
which  is  perhaps  more  excufable, 
of  a  favage  gtrf,  whom  he  married  ; 
then  fettled  among  her  friend*, 
and  is  now  by  adoption,  ('.hough 
not  by  binh,)  an  Indian  warrior.

Oh  the  5th.  of  April,  as  a  Che- 
rokee, with  tour  Squaws,  was  paf- 
fing  peaceably,  near  the  houfe  of 
James  Hubbard,  on  French  Broad, 
had  two  guns  difcharged  at  him. 
One  ball  grazed  his  check  ;  the 
other  pafTcd  through  his  fi  le,  giv- 
ing him  a  flight  wound.  This 
Hubbard  is  one  of  thofe  people 
who  went  down  the  Te?.neiTee  hit 
fpring,  to  attempt  a  fettlemelit  at 
the  Mufcle-Shoals  ;  and  there  are 
ftrong  reafons  to  fufpect  that  the 
guns  were  fired  by  his  two  fons, 
minors,  who  live  with  him.  By 
the  Indians  he  is  called  the  Foil 
Jf  a>  rior,  from  the  fimilarity  of  his 
character  to  that  of  an  Indian  fel- 
low, thus  diftmguifhed  by  his  kil- 
ling people  in  time  of  peace,  and 
declining  fuch  acts  in  War. — 
Left  it  fhould  be  fuppofed  by  fuch 
as  are  unacquainted  with  the  fron- 
tier fettlers,  that  fuch  conduct 
meets  their  approbation,  it  is  tho't 
neceffary  to  obi'erve,  that  it  is 
by  them  generally  held  in  abhor- 
rence. They  are  perfectly  pleafed 
with  the  hie  treaty  of  Holfton, 
and  are  determined  to  preferve  it 
inviolate  on  their  part,  firmly  rely- 
ing that  in  fo  doing  they  will  ever 
receive  the  fuppoit  and  protection 
of  government. 

On  the  5^h  day  of  Aptil  Iaff,  2 
party  of  Indians,  fuppofed  *o  be 
Cherokces,  Hole  a  number  of  hor*- 
fes  from  Cox's  Ration,  and  '  the 
neighbourhood  thereof,  in  Pnuefx 

V.illey,  Virginia.  I'hey  took  the 

Kentucky  trace,  through  Cumber- 
land Mountain,  to  Yellow  Creekr 
to  which  place  they  were  followed 
by  two  men,  who  returned  with- 
out overtaking  them.  Col  Cox 
then  fet  out  with  a  party  of  men 
down  Powell's  Valley,  to  a  gap  in 
Cumberland  Mountain,  where  he 
was  perfuaded  theV  mult  pafs  in  re- 
crolfmg  the  mountain  to  reach  their 
towns,  if  Cherokecs.  On  his  way 
down,  about  2  o'clock  in  the  mor- 
ning of  the  6th,  near  the  Indian 
old  towns,  on  the  land  known  bv 
Henderfon's  furvey,  he  fell  in  with 
an  Indian  camp,  which  he  fired  on, 
and  killed  a  Cherokee  Chief,  cal- 
led Hoolaquah  or  the  Big  Jcrrs, 
and  wounded  two  others,  who 
made  their  eicape. — Amongjtbe  arti  • 
cles  found  in  their  camp,  were  a 
number  of  halters,  fome  children's 
apparel,  and  fome  cotton  in  quills. 

Late  letters  from  Birmingham 
mention,  that  Mr.  Taylor  (who 
had  his  houfe  and  property  deftroy- 
ed  by  the  mob)  and  feveral  other 
refpectable  d'ffenters,  were  prepa- 
ring to  embark  for  America  in  the 
courfe  of  the  prefent  year.  Mr. 
Taylor,  alone,  it  is  faid,  is  worth 
near  two  hundred  thoufand  pounds 
fterling.

bed on  the  way  ;  but  to  fend  an 
Indian  which   I   did  do,  with  the 
dd'patches  committed  to  my  charge. 
The  heads  of  the  towns  were  at 
this  time  gone  to  a  talk  to  be  held 
at  the  half- way  houfe,  where  the 
heads  of  the  Upper   and  Lower 
Towns  were    to  hold  a  meeting, 
aid  coofalt   whether   they  ihould 
take  Bowles's  talk,  or  not. 

On  meeting,  the  Mad  Dog  and 
Tame  King  cf  the  Upper  Towns* 
a  iked  'he  Lower,  whether  they 
had  already  taken  Bowles's  talks, 
where  the  letters  were  which  this 
great  man  had  fent  them,  and 
where  the  white  man  was,  who 
was  to  read  thole  letters  f  The  In- 
dian in  Bowles's  employ  anfwered, 
he  was  to  give  them  the  tak  ; 
they  made  a  laugh  of  this,  and 
did  they  could  hear  his  mouth 

every  day  ihey  had  come 

there  to  lee  thofe  letters  and 
to  hear  them  read  :  and  upon 
this,  molt  of  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Upprr  Towns  left  the  meeting, 
the  few  who  remained  took  the 
talks.  >t  a  as  afterwards  agreed 
that  a  talk  fhould  be  held  at 
the  point,  to  know  whether. 
Bo. vies,  who  had  not  got  the 
nation  generally  to  take  his  talks 
would  then  proceed  to  do  what 
he  could  for  them,  accord  ng  to 
his  promiies.  Theanlwer  was, 
he  had  not  got  all  he  wanted  to 
join  him,  and  he  Ihould  put  the 
big  :eal  to  the  talk  and  fend  it 
over  the  big  water  to  the  big; 
man,  and  that  he,  ("Bowles,) 
would  alfo  write  to  Georgia  to 
have  their  land  given  up,  and  if 
they  did  not, he  would  write  to 
England  for  alhftance  to  have 
their  lands  taken  back  again 
He  then  ad  vi  fed  them  in  the 
mean  time  to  go  a  hunting; 
but  charged  them  to  be  peace- 
able, not  to  (leal  horfes,  and 
and  to  be  friendly  to  'the 
white  people,  that  it  was  not 
his  tall:  to  kill  or  fteal.--He  alio 
told  them  he  had  fix  thouitttd 
men  on  the  tflands,  and  he 
could  get  men  by  fending  for 
them,  if  thole  were  not  enough 
that  when  he  fhould  bring  hi-s 
men  there,  if  any  of  the  Indians 
chole  to  join  htm  they  might 
if  not  they  might  fit  ftill. 
Bowles  alio  in'ormed  the  Indi- 
ans that  he  was  about  to  fetid 
letters  to  Georgia,  and  had 
pointed  out  an  Indian  who  could 
talk  Enghlh  to  bring  them  ; 
the  Indian  thus  appointed  infor- 
med Durouzeaux  tie  fhould  car- 
ry them  to  B-aru's  B  uff ;  but 
Durouzeaux  directed  him  to 
carry  them  to  the  Rock-Land- 
ing ;  and  it  was  believed  the 
letters  were  fent  off  when  i 
left  the  tovvns.  The  Indian 
who  carried  the  difpatches  to 
gen.  M'Gillivray,  tound  the 


General  indifpoted,  he  read  the 
letters  and  told  the  Indian  he 
would  make  fome  letters  in  the 
morning  •,  the  Indian  according- 
ly waited  after  breakfaft,  when 
the  Genera|  to!d  him  the  Indians 

had  thrown  his  talk:  away,  

they  had  made  htm  afh  imed  in 
hi''  own  country,  and  a  liar  to 
the  white  people;  that  they 
had  taken  a  lirangers  talks, 
and  thrown  away  his,  and  now 
lie  had  ihrowrt  theirs awav,  they 
might  get  fome  body  elfe  to 
rnaKe  taiksand  ictters  for  them. 
He  then  declared  he  fhould  leave 
the  nation  ;  a  good  many  of  the 
heads  of  the  upper  towns  being 
prefent,  craved  him  to  Hay  ; 
but  he  would  not  liften  to  them  j 
thofe  among  them,  he  faid, 
which  he  thought  to  be  fenfib'e 
men,  had  taken  a  llranger'stalk, 
—  a  man  who  had  deceived 
him  once  by  telling  him  he  was 
a  great  man,  and  when  he  af- 
ked  him  for  his  commilfion,  faid, 
he  had  left  it  at  home  :  That  by 
the  lining  he  expected  to  fee 
thrm  alt  kifled  or  drove,  and 
then  they  would  be  glad  to  hear 
his  talks  j  —fur  when  the  great 
king  was  here  with  all  his  peo- 
ple, and  had  fuch  of  t lie  Indians 
as  chofe  to  join  to  allilt,  the  A- 
mei icans  drove  him  and  his  peo* 
pie  away,  and  what  could  they, 
with  a  hmdfulof  men,  expect 
to  do  againft  the  Americans  ? 
that  he  had  kept  peace  for  them 
a  longtime,  bur  they  would  not 
ftnd  11  fo  hereafter. 


A  talk  fctived  by  Munr  Call, 
November  6,  1791. 

The  white  Bird  king  came  over  a'^ 
fended  by  a  chief  warrior  of  the  Cuf- 
fetras,  called  the  Mole,  and  George, 
the  great  warrior  from  the  fame 
toivns. 

The  White  Bird  king  bef»an,  rnd 
delivered  a  talk  from  the  chief  kxg 
of  the  Cullctta«,  called  the  Bi*i  Lit- 
tle Mm,  which  amounted  to  this: 
that  they  were  for  nothing  but  reace 
and  qutemefs,  and  w  ftied  to  take 
the  white  people  all  by  the  hanJ;  and 
to  keep  a  whi  e  psth  from  hce  to 
the  N  it  ion  ;  that  if  a  white  mm  was 
killed  about  here  as  reported,  they 
know  nothing  of  it  ,•  that  the  Cowe- 
tas,  to  whom  the  deb:  was  due,  had 
not  yet  fent  out  a  paify  to  takefatis* 
faction. 

The  chief  callad  theMo'e,  deliver- 
ed a  letter  from  Bowie?,  (called  the 
lying  Captain,)  dir<?£ted  to  the  com- 
mifTionets  of  the  United  States  fot 
fettling  the  boundary  line,  &c.  &c. 
which  was  read,  after  which  the 
White  Bud  kfnjr,  prefented  Mr.  EMi- 
eott  with  a  white  wing,  which  the 
Mole  had  brought  down  as  a  token 
of  fner.dfhip,  and  to  be  fent  to  Con- 
grefs;  he  alfo  requeued  fomerhing 
in  return,  to  carry  to  the  nation,  to 
fhew  that  the  pa;h  wai  while. 


Vfachces,  Qftober  26,  1791. 

By  order  of  the  Chiefs  in  Council 
met. 

Gentlemen, 
Feeling  with  the  deepeft  concern, 
the  hofhlities  and  bloodfhed,  uhicW 
have  been  produced  by  the  differen- 
ces fubfifting  between  u«  and  the 
United  States,  tn  all  parts  of  our  bor- 
ders ;  we  now  offer  our  endeavours, 
in  behalf  of  the  four  nations,  towaids 
terminating  the  prefent  war,  and  ad- 
juftijng  fuch  teitns  of  conciliation,  ae 
mav  decide  forever  the  mitteis  now 
in  d'spute. 


You  rell  krrw  that  ifce  cafe  of 
difeonient  wiih  u*j  has  ever  beau 
th  e  limits  and  boideis  of  our  coun- 
try. Without  enteiing  into  the  pit- 
ticulars  of  this  difpu.e.  as  it  relates 
to  vatious  parts  of  the  invifi'ile  iina 
between  us  and  the  white  people, 
v/e  only  beg  you  to  confi  1«r,  whathar 
on  an  infye&ion  of  ihd  map  ot  this 
country,  and  the  hiftory  of  the  lafl 
two  centuries,  it  does  not  a,>pea-,  that 
©f  the  two  people,  it  is  the  Iniiaaa 
not  the  whiie  people,  who  havi  mod 
feafonto  complain  of  ftrefgtened  limiis. 
We  have  retreated  from  the  plain  to 
the  woods,  from  thence  to  the  moun- 
tain5, but  no  limits  eftibliflied  by 
■  afure  or  by  compaft,  have  flayed 
the  ambition  or  fatisfisd  the  avarice  of 
your  people.  But  there  is  a  time 
when  poliical  difordeis  (hall  have  their 
end,  as  you  yourfeive*  have  Bxpe  i« 
enceL,  and  we  look  forward  to  it. 

It  is  the  folemn  de:e;mina:ion  of  all 
our  c!»<efs.  in  counc.l  met,  to  adhee 
to  a  border  fairly  agreed  upon;  but 
fuch  agreement  muft  he  by  notional 
icts,  :hit  have  the  concurrence  of  the 
legifli'ive  OOUacil  of  the  nation,  and 
■ot  a  clandestine  b-trgain  with  art  un- 
eomefted  individual,  as  (his  pre  end- 
ed convention  wiih  Aiexmder  M.'OiU 
v'ray  his  been;  fuch  tranf*4>Ofi|  ori- 
ginate 'n  fraud  and  always  lead  loan 
ttnofi: ies  and  bloodlhed. 

y  >u  fhould  be  reminded  thit  when 
his  Bitanmc  Mtjefl/  had  poffeAnn 
in  the  Carolina*,  Georgia  and  the  F  o 
tidal,  hine^er  claimed  any  foverti^n 
ty  over  thefe  nations  but  we  c  >n:i- 
nueJ,  during  all  that  time,  fpiead  o- 
ver  this  country,  and  were  confhlered 
she  lawful  owners  of  all  the  la^d  not 
fold  by  us  to  the  B.itifh  fubj'rts. 

Wj  therefore  conceive,  and  vou 
well  know,  that  no  fove  eignty  was 
ceded  to  you  a:  the  reice  of  1783  ex- 
cept oyftr  fuch  land  as  was  purehifod 
by  his  Mafelty's  fuhjucrs  bv  a  folemn 
trearv  ;  and  that  we  ait  now,  as  we 
•Kvavs  hive  been,  an  ind3fnndent 
and  free  people.  Knowing  this  and 
knowing  our  ability  to  maintain  our 
independence,  wu  view  whh  aft  .nifh- 
meit,  the  fWpa  taken  by  the  United 
S>.a  es  to  rob  us  of  our  land. 

We  hava  now  before  us  an  art  pafl- 
•d  by  the  kg  fiative  body  of  the  rta-e 
o(%Georgia,  at  Augufta,  dr.ttc!  the  ae'h 
Decembsr,  17S0,  intitled, «'  An  ad  for 
iifpoting  of  certain  vacant  lands  or 
territory  within  this  ftate;"  We  ac- 
tually fee  our  wholt  country  laid  out 
Into  difli  icls,  without  confidering  us  to 
have  any  claim  or  right  whs'ever  to 
the  country,  whioh  nature  has  bellow- 
ed upon  us,  and  of  which  OppreiBon 
©r  prejudice  alone  can  attempt  to  rob 
tis.  We  alfo  fee  that  numbe/s  of  men 
>ave  folemnly  engaged  iheznfglves, 
«rH  are  now  foinvng  plans,  ro  get  pof- 
.feffjn  of  our  lands;  fhis  we  fae  in  a 
jjifblicatibn  of  this  year,  extraffed  from 
the  minutes  of  the  compares  at 
Charlefton,  dated  the  l+  h  Jan.sary, 
end  anally  adjufled  and  agrees!  upon 
the  5-h  of  April,  and  we  at  th'stime 
fee  a  military  force  brought  wi'hm  the 
borders  of  our  country,  who  pie'eod 
to  treat  With  us  about  2  boiderto  be 
©bferved  in  future  between  us. 

Gentlemen,  we  do  not  undeifrsnd 
•your  prefent  proceedings,  but  as  it  is 
our  w.fh  to  put  an  end  to  further 
,b!oodSi>d,  we  propofe  therefore,  that 
you  fhould  appoint  one  or  more  pei- 
fons,  dulv  lUtrTorifed  by  the  Congrefs 
of  the  United  States,  to  creat  with 
»h3  Chiels  in  council  mer,  at  the  Ufa- 
chee?,  wheieall  public bufinefs  will  be 
tranfacted  as  feon  as  may  be:  But 
fhould  your  intentions  be  difhoneft, 
know  that  we  fid!  have  friends  and 
warriors  f  iffident  to  ftain  your  land 
with  blood,  ar.d  that  is  our  fol-mn  de- 
termination to  feli  our  lives  with  our 
country. 

But  peace  is  beft  for  si!  men  :  We, 
therefore  defire  you  to  confidar  well 
the  bufinefs  now  is  hand,  let  us  know  / 
your  de:*rmin«tion  as  foon   ts  poffl-  / 
ble.
